NEW THEORIES ON 
ADOLESCENCE.

WHERE ADULTS 
FAIL. 


Speciat TELEGRAM, 
BRISTOL, Thursday, 
The difficulties of adolescents and young 
children occupied a large amount of 
the attention of the three thousand 
members of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science when 
they began their work seriously at 
Bristol University to-day. Several of 
the papers which were read on the 
subject were by women. Women, 
indeed, took a prominent part in each 
of the thirteen sections. 

George Bernard Shaw has created 
surprise among members of the Associa- 
tion. It was announced that he will 
be coming to Bristol to-morrow im 
‘order to attend the meeting of the 
Agricultural Section, at which Sir 
Frederick Keeble will read a paper 
on “Agricultural Problems in South 
Africa.” It is expected that Mr. 
Shaw will take part in the discussion 
which will follow. 


NUTS THAT CRACK THEM. 
SELVES. 

Dr. W. A. Hill, of Kew Botanical 
Research Station, revealed that 1t is now 
possible to produce nuts that crack them- 
selves and fruit that drops from the tree 


when ripe. 
‘* Pistachio nuts,” he said, “ are grown 


as a crop in California, and the problem 


facing the plant breeder to satisfy the 
grower is to produce varieties bearing nuts 
which crack.’’ Naturally, varieties pro- 
ducing nuts which had to be cracked by 
hand wefe valucless commercially ; for the 
cost of such cracking was prohibitive in 
the United States. Fortunately, scientific 
research had now produced the desired 
article. 

Limes, the staple industry of Dominica, 
had the useful habit of shedding their 
fruit when ripe, so the peasants merely 
had to go and collect the fruit under the 
trees. 

Dr. Hill also showed that botanists are 
striving to produce a banana which shall 
be immune from disease, and, at the same 
time, curve inwards on the bunch, so that 
they can be more easily handled and take 
up less room on board ship. i 

A remarkable instance of flowers, which 
function first as females and then as males, 
was also discussed by Dr. Hill. The 
Avocado pear, he said, bore hermaphro- 
ditic fruit. The flowers when first they 
open in the morning are found to be 
functioning as females. About mid-day 
they close. and another set of flowers open 
in the afternoon condition.

ABNORMANLITIES IN ADULTS 

Dr. J. A. Hadfield, of London, discussed 
before members of the educational section 
the infantile origin of abnormalities in 
adults. ‘‘ Those who have to investigate 
those abnormalities,’’ he said, “ are forced 
to the conclusion that they go back ulti- 
mately to false attitudes to life in the pre- 
school period. 

‘“Adult fears of life and death, of 
travelling, fears of the future and the past, 
are simply a revival of infantile fears. 
Sexual perversions are due to infantile 
sensuous tendencies which, because they 
have not been properly dealt with, have 
tended to persist, instead of developing, 
into normal adult sexuality. 

“A child's self-will was the raw 
material of its character, If it was rightly 
developed it would grow into a strong- 
willed adult. Even Worse was when nn 
attempt was made to crush that will at the 
age of two. The child would develop into 
a perfectly good, but also a _ perfectly 
futile, adult. Worse still was when the 
attempt was made to crush a tendency 
which had actually developed.

PROBLEMS OF 


ADOLESCENCE, 


Professor Olive Wheeler, of Cardiff Uni- 
versity College, in her paper in the Psycho- 
logical Section on ‘‘ Variations in the 9- 
HE sons Fe — of Normal Adolescence,’’ 
referred to adolescence in school or college. 

“The distorted somAmnaae mc Vhong 
Woodley,’”’ she said, “certainly rings true, 
and shows Van Druten to be a-dramatist with 
real insight into adolescent chology. The 
unhealthy and surreptitious interest In sex 
matters rampant in some boys’ boarding 
schools and the tendency to unnatural hero 
worship of the same sex in some girls’ schools, 
are surely signs of difficulties of adjustment 
caused larg by an incomplete social en- 
vironment. are signs which should at 
least make us pause before accepting without 
further investigation and experiment the 
traditional English views concerning co-edu- 
cation day versus boarding schools and the 
teaching of biology to adolescents. 

“The present widespread unemployment 
constituted the most serious environmental 
menace to the full and harmonious emotional 
development of modern youth.” 

Professor Valentine, of Birmingham, who 
presided, said that from his investigations 
he had found that half his students confessed 
a tendency during adolescence to suicide in 
the case of girls and running away from home 
in the case of boys. 


EDUCATION AND INDUSTRY. 


Lord Eustace Percy was unable :ersonally 
to deliver his Presidential address to the 
Educational Section, bht a paper on ‘‘ A 
Policy of Higher Education ' was read on his 
behalf. 

Lord Eustace criticised “ the superstitious 
reverence for full-time schooling,’’ which, he 
said, we owed to an hereditary governing 
class. 

“The public school boy of to-day tended 
to weary of school at an earlier age than 
did his father, and an increasing number of 
‘upper and middle’ class parents must ex- 
perience an uncomfortable feeling that some 
of their sons might have developed much 
stronger intelJectual appetites if they had 
gone through a workshop apprenticeship at. 
a comparatively early age. Yet, this was 
the moment we chose for compelling all 
parents to burn incense to this aristocratic 
idol of indiscriminate full-time schooling. 

‘The organic defect in our higher “ & 
cation,’’ Lord Eustace continued, “is like 
onr Government—it is not harnessed to the 
life of the society it claims to serve, to the 
new power and the new opportunities which 
society is constantly generating from new 
knowledge. This lack of touch is most clearly 
seen in our traditional attitude towards in- 
dustry. 

“The ‘upper classes,” though deeply 
affected by changing economic conditions, 
still think in terms of the ‘liberal profes- 
sions.’ ‘The choice before their sons is either 
to enter a liberal profession, in order to serve 
the community and make a career, or to ‘ go 
into business,’ in order to make money. 

“The ‘working classes.’ imitating as best 
they can this aristocratic superstition, as- 
sume that their sons must as a rule submit 
to the drudgery of industry, but their great 
ambition is that as many as possible should 
escape from this bondage and become teachers, 
civil servants or trade union organisers. This 
is still the atmosphere of both the public 
school and the secondary school. 

“Education and industrial practice,” Lord 
Eustace declared, “were at complete cross- 


) purposes in this country in their treatment of 


technologists. 

‘‘Industry demands highly-trained techno- 
logists, and the universities supply them, 
only to find that the road to management in 
industry does not lie through the technical 
but through the commercial side. The best 
university men consequently find that their 
technical qualifications are rather a handicap 
to their career and tend to pass over to the 
commercial side at the first opportunity. 

“Our industrial practice in this respect is 
wrong, and it can only be corrected by a 
nersistent effort on the part of universities 
and technical colleges to come to terms with 
the outeide demand represented by industrial 
and commercial firms and a readiness on the 
part of those firms to take a reasonable 
amount of educational advice.” 


ATMOSPHERICS AND 
LIGHTNING. 


Sir Oliver Lodge appeared as the champion 
of an English school of thought in the 
mathematical and physical sciences section. 

Dr. R. A. Watson-Watt and Professor EF. 
V. Appleton represented the English theory 
that every atmospheric is radiated from a 
lightning flash, and Mr. Bureau argued for 
the Continental school that it was very doubt- 
ful whether lightning flashes sent out atmos- 
pherics. 

Sir Oliver Lodge said that he was perplexed 
that any scientific mind should think other- 
wise than that atmdspherics were caused by 
flashes of lightning. 

“ At one time,” he said, ‘‘ we used to 
doubt whether we would ever be able to send 
cut wireless waves. Now we are annoyed to 
find that they are being sent out for us in 
the form of lightning.” 


COURSES FOR PARENTS. 


Dr. W. E. Blatz, of Toronto, speaking in 
the educational section, said:—‘‘ Very few 
parents know how to bring up children, and 
it is diflicult gor them to learn. ‘There are 
no University courses for anothers and very 
few good books. So mothert go for advice 
to their own mothers, and consequently we 
have such doctrines perpetrated as ' spare 
the rod and spoil the child ’—one of the most 
diabolical rules ever introduced into child- 
training. 

‘We have such rules as ‘children should 
be seen and not heard.’ 

“The reverse should be the case. Parents 
should be seen and not beard. They should 
get out of the way of their children. 

‘*Governesses are the worst things in the 
world. The child is kept with the governess 
until it grows up to be a governess itself. 
No child should be always with one adult. 
It is bad enough to have only two parents, 
but one governess 1s worse.

UNFAIR ROAD TAXES. 


Mr. Gilbert Ponsonby, of the London School 
of Economics, dealing with the incidence of 
tha cost. of road maintenance and construc- 
tion, said that those responsible for the 
administration of the Road Fund had for the 
most part adopted a policy of only spending 
money out of revenue, whereas it might have 
been in the best interests to borrow on the 
security of the Road Fund. ‘The incidence 
of road costs had been unfair as between 
those who derived large benefits and those 
who derived small benefits from good roads, 
but both of whom contributed equally towards 
road costs. This applied as between different 
local authorities who had been obliged to 
maintain roads in which they had no interest. 

Mr. J. E, Allen, of Cambridge, said that, 
as between one road vehicle and another, 
there were extraordinary anomalies of taxa- 
tion. ‘On my bicycle I have been able to 
irack a motor lorry by the injury it has 
dene to the roads,” he said. ‘‘ At one place 
it had dug out little bits of road all the 
way along, and in another place it had dug 
a groove on the tarred road. The amount 
of damage which these vehicles do to our 
roads is out of portion to the amount of 
taxation which the owners contribute.” 

The road vehicle competed with the rail- 
way companies, because it was, in effect, 
subsidised. He saw no reason why if the 
House of Commons, the Treasury, and the 
Ministry of Transport would give some at- 
tention to this question of taxation, the 
roads should not become a very valuable 
source of revenue. 


NATIONAL PARKS. 


National Parks were discussed by Pro- 
fessor Patrick Abercrombie, who said that 
a national park was about the opposite of 
what we usually meant by & park in this 
country, A fongl park should certain] 
be as umsop . as ~pogsible, Jude 
fenced and not entirely overrun ‘by motor 
cars. It was ested that national parks 
should be dispol with some reference to 
the population, but unfortunately wild land 
did not always correspond with the density 
of ulation. There was a bountifal 
supply for the North and West, but the 
Midlands and London were more sparsely 
provided with suitable open spaces, and 


nature had almost entirely left out East

Lis-an-ITshea. 


One of the most interesting old houses 
in the vicinity of Dublin is, undoubtedly, 
the quaint, rambling building of the above 
name, which stands at the junction of 
Merrion avenue and the Rock road,- by 
Blackrock Gardens, formerly the residence 
of the late Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, and now 
occupied by the British Trade Commis- 
sioner to the Free State. When this house 
was inhabited by Lady Arabella. Denny, 
foundress of the old Magdalene Asylum 
in Leeson street, during part of the eigh- 
teenth century, dll thé’ famous people of 
her day in Dublin went there to visit her. 
Swift often rode out from his Deanery to 
drink ‘tea at Lis-an-Iskea; and the 
brilliant and charming Mrs. Delaney came 
there to seek Lady Arabella’s advice when 
she was refurnishing Delville soon after 
her marriage with Dean Delaney. Last, 
but by no means least, the. great John 
Wesley spent an afternoon wandering 
through the house and gardens, which in 
those days reached down to the sea—and 
afterwards wrote that it was the most 
beautiful house he had ever seen, both 
inside and out. 

Recently, when. the road between 
Williamstown and Blackrock Gardens was 
widened, danger of demolition seemed to 
threaten the old house; but the danger 
passed, and let us hope that Lis-an-Iskea 
(“The Fort on the Water’’) will be 
spared to keep its equaliy interesting 
neighbour, Frescati, company for many 
years to come. :

With the growth in popularity of the 
talking motion picture, I have noted a 
tendency, particularly on the part of 
young cinema enthusiasts, to use American 
words where in the past English would 
have served. Street car is the term they 
apply to trams; shops are “ stores ”; the 
pavement is the “ sidewalk ”; a languid 
person is a “flat tyre.” Such 
Americanisms as “ Atta boy,” “ baby ”’ 
(for a girl), “ pep,”’ “ park yourself,” 
““bonehead,'” and “ make it snappy,”’ 
were, of course, here before the “ talkie.”’ 
Some read into the talking picture the 
death of the English language as we under- 
stand it. It is just possible, however, 
that it may mean the death of the 
American language as we understand it. 
Efforts are being made by producers to 
secure the services of actors and actresses 
who speak the “‘ best ’’ English, and from 
these the Americans themselves may learn 
to discountenance slang. 


Eating Slowly. 


Many of the more subtle Americanisms 
are lost on Irish cinema audiences. 
““ Fletcherism,”’ for example, is a word of 
which few might appreciate the signifi- 
cance. It is derived from Charles Fletcher, 
who preached the value of chewing one’s 
food properly, and has already appeared, 
I am told, as a legitimate dictionary word. 
There was a period when the “' fletcheris- 
ing "’ of food was extensively practised. 
0. Henry tells a story of a man who took 
Fletcher's advice to heart and chewed his 
food so conscientiously that he got behind 
with his meals; and had to hire a boy to 
help him dispose of the accumulating 
breakfasts, dinners and teas. Gladstone 
was another advocate of diligent mastica- 
tion, and considered that every bite should 
be chewed thirty times. 


Lord Huntingfield. 


The Honourable Andrew N. A. Vanneck. 
who was married Jast Monday at Cannes 
to Miss Louise Clews, of La Napoule and 
New York, is a brother of that well-known 
Irish peer, Lord Huntingfield, who was 
Parliamentary Private Secretary to the 
President of the Board of Trade in the 
last Conservative Administration. As.a 
member of the Trish Peerage, as distinct 
from the Peerage of the United Kinedom. 
he can stand for, and be elected to. the 
House of Commons, and thus was member 
for the Eve Division of Suffolk from 1923- 
29. Lord Huntingfield (who also, in 1912, 
married an American, Miss. Margaret 
Crosby, of New York), has a beautiful 
country seat at Heveningham Hall, in 
Suffolk, where his family has been closely 
identified with the-social and political life 
of the county for the past two hundred 
years. The present Peer is keenly “in- 
terested in agriculture and rural interests, 
and has done a great deal to promote the 
Boy Scout movement in Suffolk, as County 
Assistant Commissioner. The Vanneck 
family is of Dutch’ extraction, being 
descended from Cornelius Vanneck, who 
was Paymaster to the Land Forces: of 
the United Provinces about 1675. 


The “ 2Carooned” Cat. 


One day last week an adventurous 
black cat crawled up a ladder which was 
propped up against the National Library 
in Kildare street. The ladder was re- 
moved while the cat was exploring the 
facade of this building, and pussy re- 
mained on high. Later, when the cat 
was observed, several attempts were made 
to induce it either to enter the Library or 
to descend; but it was dea to 
all blandishments. Opinion as to pussy’s 
condition was divided: some were 
of opinion that it was dying of starvation ; 
while others held that it was having the 
time of its life—stalking the pigeons. 
However, on Tuesday last a determined 
effort was made to dislodge the cat, which 
was perched on a coign of vantage at the 
corner of Kildare street and Leinster 
Lawn. Forced to turn tail pussy re- 
treated towards the School of Art, and 
jumping to the ground scampered off, 
apparently none the worse for its adven- 
tures.

Considerable interest is being aroused 
by the new Parisian publishing venture, 
which is to produce only anonymous books.

poems which his cook 
sent in for competi- 
tions in a famous 
weekly.

Barrie cloak his 
identity in the. name

plume to the intangibility of anonymity. 

The motive which led Michael Arlen to 
adopt that name, however, was a 
materialistic one; for'it is difficult to dis- 
cuss the work of Dikran Konyoumdjian. 
Similarly Joseph Conrad adopted ‘that 
name in place of his own rather difficult 
name of Korniczewski. 


ACen of ACany Names. 


In these days of swift impressions a 
striking name is of supreme importance, 
at least so Arthur Sarsfield Ward probably 
thinks when he signs the impressive name 
‘“ Sax,Rohmer.’’ Few authors have used 
89 many names as Sydney Porter, better 
known as O. Henry, who also used the 
names 8S. H. Peters, James L. Bliss. T. B. 
Dowd, Howard Clark and Olivier Henry 
Edgar Allan Poe used the names Quarles 
Quickens, Hans Pfaal and Henri le 
Reunet. 

Dickens’s nom-de-plume, by the way, is 
frequently mis-pronounced. Its proper 
pronunciation is with a long O, as in 
the word “‘mows.’’ It was adapted from his 
brother’s nickname of “Moses,” ‘which the 
family corrupted to “ Boses.” In a 
similar way the famous “ Bab Ballads”’ 
owe their title to Gilbert’s pet name, 
** Babs. ’”. 


‘Ghe Law and Lost Golf Bails. 


My note on the recovery of lost golf 
balls from rabbit burrows brings from a 
correspondent a legal view on the question 
of lost golf balls which may be taken as an 
authoritative opinion. 

If a ball be driven on to land adjoining 
a golf course and outside of the ‘property 
of the golf clnb, the players have no right 
to enter that land to fetch the ball without 
the permission of the occupier, who is 
under no obligation to give that permis- 
sion. 

Yet—and this point often gives rise to 
wordy contention—the occupier is not 
entitled to retain balls sent on to his land 
either indefinitely or for any stated period, 
but must hand them over when they are 
asked for in a proper manner. : 

The legal point arises whether the 
players, in recovering lost balls, do any 
damage. If so, they are liable to police 
court, otherwise only to civil, aiekonines,

BOOT AND SHOE REPAIRING 


MEETING OF TRADE BOARD. 


The Boot and Shoe Repairing Trade 
Board (Irish Free State), at its meeting on 
Tuesday, had under consideration the ques- 
tion of the necessity for revising existing 
determinations, particularly in relation to the 
minimum rates of wages payable thereunder 
to workers employed in the smaller towns 
and in country districts, It was decided to 
adjourn consideration of the matter until the 
next meeting of the Board, which will 
possibly be held in the latter portion of 
October. 

The Board also considered the effect on 
the industrial conditions of the trade which 
might be created by the proposed tariff on 
imported sole leather, and decided to make 
representation to the Tariff Commission re- 
garding the matter. i 

The minimum rates of wages fixed by the 
Board are applicable to workers employed in 
making bespoke, handsewn, rivetted or pegged. 
leather footwear, as well as to those em- 
ployed in boot and shoe repairing, bat do 
not apply to those ianloved ‘Ta the manu- 
facture of leather footwear on a large scale,

of Finance struck a warning note in 
regard to extravagance in public adminis- 
tration, and said that it would be difficult 
to find money for new works unless 
there was additional taxation. The local 
authorities, however, have been spending 
lavishly, and the Government itseli is con- 
ducted in such a way as to suggest that 
there is an inexhaustible fund upon which 
to draw. Now Sir William Coates, 
Lord Mayor of Belfast, has flashed the red 
lamp. At the meeting of the Corporation 
this week he pointed out that there has 
been an enormous growth in the capital 
commitments of the Council within recent 
ears, the city’s outstanding funded debt 
Lavine increased from just eer £4,000,000, 
in 1914, to almost £9,750,000 at the present 
day. This huge increase in financial re- 
sponsibility has synchronised with decay 
in industry, and the Lord Mayor’s warn- 


}ing is significant of the state of affairs. 


Belfast is a city of very great wealth, and 
there is no need for pessimism, but re- 
trenchment should be the municipal motto 
for many years to come, | 

During the past six months the Finance 
Committee of the Corporation. has been 
asked to approve of new schemes involv- 
ing almost £800,000 expenditure. The 
Lord Mayor, however, pointed out that 
such costly projects cannot be carried out 
without being reflected in the rates. He 
hinted earlier in the year at the possi- 
bility of an increase of a shilling in the 
consolidated rate, and, although Belfast 
has a very low figure in that respect at 
present, no one can contemplate without 
concern an advance in overhead charges 
during a period of acute depression. Sir 
William Coates has a thorough knowledge 
of our municipal finance, and his words 
of advice should not be allowed to pass 
unheeded. | 


A POSSIBLE AIR PORT. 


The establishment of an aerodrome in 
Belfast again is engaging attention, and 
several promises of financial support have 
been given, but the full sum required for 
the scheme has not yet been guaranteed. 
The rent of a site on the karbour property 
has been fixed at £600 per annum, which 
merely represents interest on the capital 
sum required to drain, surface and fence 
the land, together with the construction 
of an additional roadway,. but National 
Flying Services, Ltd., which it was pro- 
posed should work the scheme, was pre- 
pared to offer only £250. The Chamber of 
Commer¢e and the Chamber of Trade have 
come forward to assist, but more is 
needed. An attempt was made to saddle 
the ratepayers with £200 a year towards 
the expense of the project, but the pro- 


| posal was rejected by a plebiscite. 


The Government, while sympathetic, 
refuses to give a grant in aid, probably 
for very good reasons, and the business 
community, whom the flying services 
would benefit most, 
apathetic. The subject arose at the meet- 
ing of the Belfast Harbour Commissioners 
on Tuesday, when the circumstances were 
explained by Mr. R. E. Herdman, D.IL.., 
Chairman of the Board. He said that the 
Commissioners had made the greatest 
possible concessions, and he added that, 
although the -Board’s terns were com- 
municated to National Flying Services, 
Ltd., in September of last year, nothing

THE FREE STATE FLAG. 


Unionist authorities in Northern le 
land ignore the Free State flag in schemeg 
of decoration for public events, although 
the flags of nations which have been um 
friendly to Great Britain find a place in 
ceremonial displays. The subject was 
mentioned by Nationalist members at the 
meeting of the Belfast Corporation this 
week. Councillor McMahon, who intro- 
duced the discussion, said that it was a 
suicidal policy to insult the Free State 
flag, as it was calculated to ruin the Ulster 
linen trade in America. He declared that 
it could not be otherwise, with ten or 
twelve million Irish people in the United 
States, and contended that the slighting of 
the tricolour was driving trade away from 
the Six Counties, 

Curiously enough, the tens of thousands 
who attended the recent international 
Tourist Trophy motor car race over the 
Ards course had an opportunity of seeing 
the Free State emblem flówn, with other 
flags, over the Royal Automobile Club’s 
score-board, opposite to the grand stand. 


GLIDING, 


The Belfast Gliding and Aviation Club 
appears to be making satisfactory pro- 
gress. Its membership numbers about a 
hundred, and it is hoped that practical 
operations will be begun in about three 
weeks, when a public demonstration of 
gliding will be given. Everyone is en- 
thusiastic about this new form of sport, 
and arrangements have been made to give 
proper instruction to those in seareh of 
thrills in the air. At a meeting of the 
club last night it was stated that sufficient 
funds were in hand to purchase a glider, 
and a representative technical committee 
was appointed to consider the matter.

ROME, Thursday. 

Gabriele d’Annunzio, Prince of Mon- 
tenevoso, has sent a long letter to General 
Balbo, Secretary of State for Air, ad- 
dressed to the competitors in the recent 
Round Italy Flight, which is published in 
facsemile in this morning’s edition of the 
Popolo d'Italia. After describing his own 
rf am as he greeted each arrival, he coun- 
sels airmen to ‘‘ dare the undareable,”’ vs 
he did in his own exploits. He refers 
to a ring which he is sending to the 
winner, whom he did not know at the 
date of writing the letter. The ring is a 
copy of the one which he took from his 
finger and gave to the English winner of 
the Schneider Cup race at Venice in 1927. 
It has been copied once before, and was 
sent to the English winner of the 
Schneider contest in 1929. A copy has 
now been prepared for the winner of the 
first All-Round Italy Air Race.

DAMAGES CLAIMED 
AGAINST A STEAMER. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CAPE TOWN, Thursday. 

Four American students who set out to 
work their passages during a three months’ 
vacation from California to the East and 
back, and were carried on to Cape Town, 
were granted an attachment order to-day 
by the Supreme Court against the steamer 
Litiopa. The order is returnable to- 
morrow. 

The students stated that by reason of 
their being brought to Cape Town their 
contracts were broken, and they feared 
that if the ship was allowed to leave, irre- 
parable harm would be done, and they 
would be without remedy, as they had no 
means of enforcing the obligations of the 
owners. 

The ship was due to leave Cape Town 
to-day, bound for Luderitz Bay, returning 
via the Cape and Borneo. The captain 
was unable to tell the students when he 
would land them in California. The 
students alleged that the ship s change of 
destination constituted a breach of con- 
tract, as the owners had contracted that 
they should be back in California in 
September. 

The Court granted a rule nisi, operating 
as: a temporary interdict, attaching the 
ship until cause was shown why £300 
should not be lodged by the owners. 

According to Lloyd's register the Litiopa 
is a §,000-ton steamer, flying the 
Norwegian flag.

The great world trek to Geneva for the 
forthcoming meetings.of the Council and 
Assembly of the League of Nations is now 
in full swing, and the city is rapidly 
filing up, Delegates from the four quar- 
ters of the globe are arriving by every 
train, and Geneva will for a few weeks 
once more become the world’s most cos- 
iwnopolitan city. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson, accompanied by 
Mrs. Henderson, arrived here this even- 
ing. . The Foreign ‘Secretary was accom- 
‘panied by Dr. Drummond Shiels, Under 
Secretary. at the Colonial Office. 


THE PALESTINE QUESTION. 

The British Delegation, as originally 
composed, was already a strong one, but 
in view of the fact that the Palestine 
question. is coming before the League, Dr. 
Shiels has come out specially in connection 
with the matter,. It is understood, how- 
ever, that any comments which may he 
made at the Council. meeting on behalf 
of the British Delegatiqn will be made by 
the Foreign Seeretary himself. 

The Delegation will also have the advan- 
tage of the presence in Geneva of Sir John 
(Chancellor, the High Commissioner in 
Palestine. . In addition, Sir John Hope 
Simpson will arrive here towards the end 
of the week, though it is understood that 
his visit is not directly connected with the 
Palestine question, ' 

Tt is understood that his report on his 
recent visit to Palestine is already in the 
hands of the Government, and will receive 
prompt consideration. 


THE COUNCIL’S PROBABLE 
ATTITUDE. 

Considerable speculation exists as to the 
outcome of the controversy, and varying 
views are expressed regarding the attitude 
which. the Council. is likely to adopt. In 
some: quarters. it is conjectured that the 
Council will back up the. Mandates Com- 
mission, but the more general belief is 
that a happy ending ig probable, and that 
the report of the rapporteur, M. Procope, 
the Finnish Foreign Minister, will be 
found to be not unfriendly in tone, giving 
full recognition to the difficulties of the 
mandatory Power in dealing with the 
problem. 3 

Should, this prove to be the case. it Is 
believed that the Council will decide to 
take no further steps in the matter, merely 
contenting itself with taking note of the 
Mandates Conimission’s report and the 
British Government’s reply, and leaving 
the mandatory Power to frame future 
policy in Palestine in the light of the 
circumstances and the needs of the situa- 
iok, 3 

A HARDY ANNUAL. 

The frontier question between Poland 

and Lithuania, which by this time has 


become quite a hardy annual, will once, 


again come before the Council. After 
years of discussions at Geneva the matter 
was believed to have been disposed of last 
vear, when the two Governments signed 
a convention at Konigsberg. 

Violations of this agreement are now 
alleged, and the Council will yet again be 
called upon to give a decision. In former 
years the problem has taken up a very 
considerable part of. the  Council’s 
sessions, and has given rise to some great 
duels between M. Voldemaras, the 
Lithuanian Premier, and M. Zaleski, the 
Polish Foreign Secretary. . 

On one occasion M. Voldemaras earned 
for himself the title of the League's 
champion orator by a speech lasting 
nearly three hours, during which one 
delegate nearly fell asleep. 


BROADCAST TALKS. 

Following last year’s precedent, it is 
understood that the question of a series of 
broadcast talks from Geneva by the lead- 
ing members of the British delegation 
upon the working of the Leazue is now 
umler consideration. 

No arrangements have yet been made. 


-but in the event of the broadcast taking

LADY TROUBRIDGE SAVES 
HER MANUSCRIPT, 


Oldway & Beaulieu, the old world New 
Forest home of Bir Thomas Troubridge and 
Lady Troubridge, the novelist. was swept by 
fire in a remarkably short space of time 
yesterday. Very few of the contents of the 
house were saved. Sir Thomas. and Lady 
Troubridge both lost all their clothes, and 
Sir Thomas had to borrow a shirt to replace 
the one he was wearing, which was damaged 
in his efforts to check the fire. 

Lady Trowbridge was at her desk writing 
whén the alarm of fire was given, and 
managed to save the manuscript on which 
she was engaged. Another of her manu- 
scripts has been salvaged, while the 
manuscript of her biography of Lord. Montagu 
of Beaulieu was safe in the. hands of the 
publishers. . 

The house is heavily timbered and 
thatched, and the strong breeze fanned the 
flames into a fierce heat. Three brigades 
from Tiymington, Hythe, and Exbury were 
called, but could do little. They had to ran 
a hose through woodland to a pond a mile 
away. Three firemen had a narrow escape. 
They were standing on a covered well, when 
the cover collapsed and they fell about eight 
feet, where a plank across the well held them, 
and they were hauled to safety still clasping 
the hose,

“Thousands -ot: people watched last night: 
while firemen fought a blaze at a ware- 
house at Metropolitan and New Crane 
Wharf, Wapping High street, East 
London. Alt 
on the-flames from the road and floats 
were brought into action from the river, 
the fire quickly got a hold on the building. 

At 8.30 p.m. six floors were involved, 


the roof. 

“The fire started on the ground floor 
at about 5 p.m.,” a man employed at the 
wharf. told a.reporter. “At first only 
smoke could be seen coming from the 
premises. It gradually grew more dense 
until, in spite of the efforts of the firemen, 
flames began to dart from the. building. 
The warehouse is full of produce of various 
kinds. and the fire quickly spread. 

“The firemen. worked desperately to 
prevent the blaze spreading to other ware- 
houses.” : 

Two warehouses were involved, and it 
was one of the biggest blazes in the history 
of London dockland, For more than an 
hour flames and sparks shot hundreds: of 
feet into the air like a volcano in eruption, 
and .lighted.up the whole of Wapping and 
a large portion of the East End. 


HEAVY SMOKE PALL. 


The firemen wereat-first hampered by 
dense smoke, which curled lazily into the 
air for hundreds of feet, and swept down 
the narrow riverside streets. 

Later a brigade call was-sent out, and 
within a few minutes over seventy fire 
engines arrived. Two fire floats came up 
the river, and hoses played on the ware- 
house from the riverside. At one point 
the smoke was so thick that for half a 
mile round the district seemed to be en- 
veloped in a thick November fog. 

Then suddenly the roof: of the warehouse 
collapsed with. a crash, which. could be 
heard a mile away. A shower of sparks 
aud a sheet of flame leapt into the air, 
and for some minutes firemen were beaten 
off. I 

With the collapse of the roof splinters 
of glass fell in a shower in the streets, 
and one man who was watching had his 
face badly cut. 

People living in neighbouring’ houses 
were instructed to leave their premises 
owing to the danger of the blaze spreading. 

Within a quarter of a mile of the fire 
is a big gas works,-and the firemen’s efforts 
were mainly directed towards preventing 
the blaze from spreading in that direction. 

The reflection could be seen from five 
miles away, and hundreds of people 
watched the scene from London Bridge 
and Tower Bridge. 

A resident at St. Peter's Clergy House, 
not far from the fire, told a reporter :— 
‘The smoke penetrated everywhere. Our 
eyes were running freely, and at times 
we had difficulty tn ‘breathing. 

‘* When: the fire’ was at its height it 
presented a remarkable spectacle. Flames 
were shooting high into the air, and chim- 
ney stacks and tall buildings stood 
silhouetted against the blaze.” 

Mr. K. FE. Kuhlenthal, of Surbiton, 
who happened to be in the district “and 
stood watching the fire, had his face-cut 
when the splinters of glass rained on the 
neighbouring streets following the falling 
in of the: roof of the first warehouse. He 
was treated on the spot by members of the 
first aid corps. 


NEIGHBOURING PREMISES. 


At St. George’s Hospital, only 
hundred yards away, some of the patients 
went to the windows to watch the blaze. 
but were driven back as the wind carried 
swirls of acrid smoke through the open 
casements. Mr. J. Dudgeon, of Lower 
Oliver s Wharf; opposite the burning ware- 
houses; told a reporter: ‘Out premises 
are separated from the burning warehouses 
by only a narrow roadway. Rubber wofth 
nearly a quarter of a million pounds is 
stored in these buildings opposite the 
blaze, and at one time we thought that the 
flames might spread across the way.’’ 

By ten o'clock the firemen had almost 
conquered the outbreak. 

By eleven o'clock the fire was under con- 
trol, and many of the fire engines left. 
Tenants of houses who had beén asked to 
leave were able to return. : 

The heaped-up tons of cocoa beans con- 
tinued to smoulder inside the warchouse. 
and it is expected that they will remain 
burning for several days.

ALLEGATLONS IN COURT.

Serious allegations were made against 
Donegal Civic Guards at Ramelton District 
Court when Hugh Dorrian, of Rossnakill, was 
charged with committing á series of motoring 
offences, whieh included reckless driving and 
failing to halt when ealled upon. : 

sergeant Carroll stated that shortly after 
one o clock on the night of May 20 the defen- 
dant’s lorry approached him on the public 
highway at a speed of about fifty miles per 
hour, 

Although called upon to stop, the dviver 
went past, there being no light on the 
vehicle Pater that morning witness, ac- 
companied by detectives and Oustoms officers, 
went tu the defendant’s house and took a 
statement from him. He (witness) told 
defendant that he was not bound to answer 
any questions. 

Hugh Dovrrian deposed that he was in bed 
when the police arrived. He got up and 
went downstairs in his bare feet, and at 
the door he was caught by two men, who 
had revolvers. He was taken outside, 
and the men started ‘abusing’. him 
and trying to make him tell where 
he had been on the previous day. 
He was then taken around to the back of 
the house; a revolver was produced, and he 
was told that if he did not produce the 
‘“‘stuff’’ his brains would be blown out. 
Later. he said, he was knocked down, and 
Guard Somers’ kicked = him. He. was 
‘““abused,’? and questions were asked of him 
for an hour. 

Questioned by Justice Walsh, Dorrian said 
that his spine was hurt, and that he was 
treated’ by Dr. McMenamin. 

Cross-examined by. counsel for the prosecu- 
tion, the witness said that Sergeant Carroll, 
who was accompanied by C.I.D. men. kicked 
him and slapped his face. James Dorrian. 
brother of the accused man, who stated that 
he had come on the scene shortly after. the 
arrival of the police, said that he saw his 
brother being kicked. He was erving, and 
there was blood on his face: He‘ himself 
was. beaten by the Guards, four of- whom 
jumped on top of him..

Yesterday Dublin was visited by one of 
the most prolonged and ‘violent: thunder- 
storms that have occurred for many years. 

Beginning before midnight on Wednes- 
day, vivid flashes of lightning illuminated 
the sky, accompanied by peals of thunder 
and a continuous downpour of rain, which 
did not ease till noon yesterday. 

The rain flooded city thoroughfares and 
basements in the suburbs. 

In parts of the Rathmines district the 
“watér rose to a height of three and four 
feet and flowed into the cellars. 


BRIGADE CALLED OUT. 

In many cases the assistance of the 
Dublin Fire Brigade was sought, and*they 
pumped the water from thé basements and 
cellars. 

Large areas in the Clontarf district. were 

under water for hours, and traffic was 
greatly * impeded. , 
” The roadways in the vicinity of Clontarf 
Railway Station and Fairview. were 
flooded to a depth of two feet, and people 
there were unable to leave their homes: for 
some time, : 

In the County Dublin 
described as the: worst within 
memory. ' 

Rain fell in torrents, and fields and 
roadways were flooded over a wide area. 

Grave damage to crops has been occa- 
sionled, and many farmers consider thaf 
irreparable injury has been done to the 
already late harvest. . 

Pumping engines from two sections of 
the Dublin Fire Brigade were Kept busy 
during the day pumping water from 
houses, some of which were flooded to a 
depth of four feet. They included houses 
in -Blackpitts, Amiens street, North 
Strand,. Croydon. cottages, Marino, Pearse 
street, Macken street and Whitwortheroad. 


WIRES STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 

Lightnifg struck some Shannon scheme 
electric wires, and during the ‘day work- 
meh were engaged in making good the 
damage, which, however, did not result in 
any serious inconvenience o the public. 

On inguiry at the Electricity Supply 
Board last; mht it was learned that there 
was only one interruption of service of any 
consequence caused by the storm. This 
occurred about eleven o'clock yesterday 
morning, when there were two direct hits 
by lightning on the line between Inchicore 
and Dean's Grange. This caused an 
interruption of supply in the Southern 
Greater Dublin area, which was remedied 
in a short time. 


CAUSE OF THE INTERRUPTION.

When 
Kenworthy heard of these proceedings he 
surrendered to the pulice. 

Mrs. De Selincourt gave evidence that in 
her transactions with Kenworthy and Oo. she 
hever saw Major Kenworthy or spoke to him.
